(EDITOR’S NOTE—Here is another 
of the dispatches by Webb Miller, Eu- 
ropean news manager of the United 
Press, on Russia as it is today).

MOSCOW, via London, (Uncen- 
sored), (Copyright, 1937, By United 
Press)—Josef Stalin always has been 
the most unaccessible of the world’s 
rulers but since the present political 
and industrial crisis in the Soviet 
Union, he is seen in public even less. 

While in Moscow two years ago, I 
caught glimpses of Stalin three times 
whizzing through the streets in his 
Lincoln sedan; but this time I could 
find no one who had seen him in pub- 
lic in the last few weeks. 

“The man of steel’ spends most of 
his time in his office and apartment 
behind the high walls of the Kremlin. 
Occasionally he visits his country home 
20 miles outside the city. 

Undoubtedly he is acutely conscious 
of the dangers of assassination, es- 
pecially since the murder of his long 
time friend Sergei Kirov, which proved 
that even Soviet chieftains of the in- 
ner ring were not safe from political 
assassins. 

Although it generally was expected 
that Stalin would go to the railroad 
station to greet the first group of 
aviators who flew over the North Pole 
to America, he did not appear. The 
government staged a show reminis- 
cent of New York welcomes complete 
with millions of scraps of paper flung 
from buildings (except in this case they 
were anti-Fascist leaflets). Stalin re- 
Seived the fliers later at the Kremlin. 

When he does emerge from _ the 
Kremlin, he is guarded more carefully 
than any other world figure. He 
speeds to his country estate in a shiny 
new Soviet car with green glass win- 
dows modeled on the lines of the Lin- 
coln and Packard. The route leads 
over a road posted day and night with 
uniformed guards of the Mkvd former- 
ly G. P. U., every few hundred yards 
On the backs of telephone poles along 
the way are special telephones for 
quick communication. The guards jot 
down the number of every car passing 
over the road. Besides those precau- 
tions the highway is patrolled con- 
Stantly by cars filled with plainclothes 
men. Any automobile which tarries 
even a few minutes is immediately 
checked by the plainclothes men who 
quickly draw up alongside. 


While traveling the road with Nor- 
man Deuel (United Press Moscow 
manager) we halted a couple of min- 
utes to ascertain whether a friend, who 
had a blown tire, needed assistance. 
Within a minute an automobile loaded 
with detectives drew up quietly and 
waited until we began to move again. 

Stalin’s country home is closely 
guarded by an especially chosen band 
of men reputedly from the Caucasus 
and Georgia, whose language Stalin 
still speaks. Others are distributed day 
and night in the nearby woods and 
open fields. His movements are al- 
ways kept secret. Even members of 
the inner circle never know until he 
actually appears whether Stalin will 
attend social functions and meetings. 

Nothing ever appears in the Soviet 
press concerning his personal life or 
that of his wife and three children. 
According to Bolshevik ideas that does 
not constitute news. Recently one of 
my Moscow friends, taking lessons from 
a@ Russian tennis instructor, gave a lift 
in his car to a youth who was going 
into town from the courts. He chat- 
ted casually with the boy, but learned 
only afterward from the _ instructor 
that his passenger was one of Stalin’s 
sons. 

Of all the world’s great rulers, Sta- 
lin leads the simplest private life. Us- 
ually he dresses in an unadorned mili- 
tary type tunic with breeches and high 
boots. He dislikes dainty food, and 
usually eats sparingly of substantial 
dishes, sometimes nibbling at an un- 
salted Caucasian roll while working at 
his desk. He frequently spends from 
15 to 20 hours a day at his desk going 
through reports and conferring with 
associates. 

The “man of steel” has few inti- 
mates, and those are usually long-time 
friends such as Kaganovitch, the for- 
mer saddler whose sister he married, 
and Minister of War, Voroshilov. Aside 
from reading, Stalin’s relaxations are 
principally smoking his pipe and lis-

“I could hear the boys, but they 
could not hear me,” Perey said, telling 
of the rescue, “I knew they would get 
me alright, so I lay down and tried to 
light my lamp. I had enough room to 
rove around quite freely.” 

Perey’s wife waited at the surface 
while rescue workers, in teams of four, 
hastened to recover her husband. They 
moved 50 tons of earth.

Erosion Being Checked On 
County Plots Where 
Practices Are In Use 


(This is the first in a series 
of articles on “Erosion Control 
in El Dorado County” prepared 
under the direction of Glenn E. 
Paxton, project manager, Placer- 
ville Project, Soil Conservation 
Service, U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture, and Ivan W. Lilley, El 
Dorado County Farm Advisor). 


Soil erosion is being definitely 
checked in El Dorado County on those 
farms on which erosion control prac- 
tices have been put into use. Stopping 
or largely checking soil erosion means 
that the top soil will be held in place 
to produce the fruit that has made 
Placerville famous. 

More and more, the farmer of today 
is coming to realize that the soil is the 
most important part of his capital and 
as such should be maintained and con- 
served just as carefully as his farm 
machinery or his money in the bank. 
This has not always been the attitude 
towards conservation, however. 

Formerly, the existence of plenty of

tening to his player piano. Occasion- 
ally when old friends are invited to his 
country home, he takes a few sips of 
Georgian wine. But normally he 
drinks little. 

Much of his reading is confined to 
discussions of the theories of Marxism 
and Leninism, and books concerning 
industry, agriculture and other sub- 
jects connected with his official posi- 
tion. He has no time for novels or 
light literature. 


Although Stalin once indicated that 
lavish eulogies of himself in speeches, 
press and resolutions were displeasing, 
since the latest purge these continual 
panegyrics have reached new heights 
of adulation without rebuke. Every 
speech or factory resolution is inter- 
larded with almost byzantine phrase- 
logy of praise for the leader. 


It is generally believed that Stalin 
himself took the initiative in launch-— 
ing the present purge especially the in-' 
clusion of everyone who previously had 
relations with Trotsky or Trotsky’s 
principal supporters. But it is worthy | 
of note that in the matter of execu- 
tion of Tukhachevsky and _ seven 
other generals the normal panel of 
three judges was widened to include 
high ranking officers of the army. 


The mental strain of the double 
crisis this year does not seem to have 
told visibly on Stalin. Foreigners who 
stood within a few score yards of him 
during the May Day parade in Red 
Square or the air demonstration in 
mid-August, even with glasses could 
not detect the slightest indication of 
tension. And there is no_ evidence 
that recurring rumors of his illness 
have any foundation.

REDUCED BY COMPANY; 


STARTS OCT. 1

N. R. Powley, president of The Pa- 
cific Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, announced today that: 

“In line with our established policy 
of reducing the rates for hand sets as 
rapidly as conditions permit, our com- 
pany has advised the California Rail- 
road Commission that in accordance 
with discussions held with them we 
would place in effect with the bills 
issued on and after October first, a 
hand set rate of ten cents (10c) per 
month, with the provision that the 
charge will be eliminated after the 
customer has had continuous service 
for twelve (12) months. Continuous 
service prior to October fist, will be 
credited and after October first, con- 
tinuous service will include hand set 
service at any exchange of the com- 
pany in the state unless there is a 
lapse of more than thirty (30) days in 
transferring from one location to an- 
other. The fifteen cent (15c) charge 
for customers who have had continu- 
ous service for twelve (12) months or 
more prior to the date of this change 
will be entirely eliminated. 

“This is a further reduction in the 
hand set rate since this rate was re- 
duced on June 1, 1936, from twenty- 
five cents (25c) per month to fifteen 
cents (15c) per month with the pro- 
vision that the charge was eliminated 
after the customer had this service for 
a period of eighteen (18) months or 
more.

A great deal of the erosion in the 
orchards around Placerville is due to 
the way the irrigation water is applied. 
The water is delivered to the high side 
of the field and distributed through 
furrows running straight down the 
hill, the full length of the slope, re- 
gardless of its length. Some of these 
irrigation runs are aS much as 1,000 
feet long, and at least one instance of 
a 1,600-foot run has been reported. In 
order that the water will go the full 
length of the run, it is necessary to 
put comparatively large heads of 
water into each furrow and let this 


_ water run a long time. 


This practice not only forms gullies 
which sometimes get as much as one 
foot in depth, but also results in very 
poor irrigation and inefficient use of 
water. With the extremely long fur- 
rows the upper end of the furrow will 
be over-irrigated before the land at 
the lower end receives a_ sufficient 
amount of water. A great deal of 
water is also lost from the lower end 
of the furrow. Considerable water loss 
also occurs in unlined feed ditches that 
cross areas of pervious soil. 

One ranch operator was of the opin- 
ion that he had insufficient water to 
support a permanent cover crop. It 
was found that by lining the feed ditch 
and rearranging the irrigation sys- 
tem, much water loss was eleminated 
and it is now believed that enough 
water is available to support the per- 
manent cover. 

Of course, the damage done by rain- 
wash should not be under-estimated. 
During the winter rains, the run-off 
water follows the ditches, started by 
irrigation, washing more valuable top 
soil away and hastening the time when 
the orchard must be abandoned be- 
cause the income from it will be no 
longer pay the cost of production. 

In addition to the more important 
erosion problems on orchard land, 


the soil is beaten into fine dust and 
most of the vegetation is gone. The 
first heavy rains wash this loose soil 
away very readily. 

The Placerville project of the Soil 
Conservation Service, U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, was established in Sep- 
tember, 1935. During the two years 
the project has been in existence, 33 
farms, comprising 6334 acres have had 
erosion control measures incorporated 
in their farming practices. These ero- 
sion control measures have been 
worked out by the project staff in co- 
operation with the Agriculture Exten- 
sion Service, and reflect practices 
found to be successful by the more 


| progressive farmers of the district. 


To eliminate irrigation erosion, the 
irrigation systems have been arranged 
so that the furrows are shortened to 


| around 150 feet in length. 


Permanent as well as annual cover 
crops have been planted. The basin 
lister, a machine which turns the land 
into a series of basins to hold all the 
rain that falls until it can soak into 
the ground, has been used successfully 
on the deeper and more porous soils.
